altogathar, inelnding arms and ammunition, did 
not weigh mora than 150los, Howovor, through 
tie kindness of Fathor, Combalbert, [ found, six 
Annamesa Catholics who engaged with ma ag 
ooolies. ‘They divided what they bind to oarry 
amongst thom, and we all started ou foot, Before 
leaving ‘I ‘was’ told that the roads or footpaths 
to the frontier were oxogadingly bad and “dil. 
onit, and was advised notto go farther, thon but 
to wait for the dry season to perform ty journey. 
T.was also told that: the forests. were full of 
tigers, and wild buffaloes, slephants, and rbino- 
coroa; that men were daily attacked in crossing 
these dangerous uninhabited plains oud forests, 
that, beaides, should it rain fora night the small
